!• In consideration of your services, you will receive a monthly c omp ensa t ion 
of TOO DM until the expiration of this contract* 

2* Tou will be fUmlshed quarters and utilities at our expense* 

3* S^>en 808 idiieh you incur in traveling and in otherwise carrying out jour 
duties will be reimbursed in all eases in which the expenses have been 
directed and authorized by ua* You will bo required to render a full accounting 
of all such expenses in order to receive reimbursement* You will be authorized 
per diem in the amount of 25 DM %diile traveling to cover hotel and eating expenses* 

4* In the event of the evacuation of Germany, you and members of your immediate 
family residing with you at the time will be given sudi assistance as can be 
accorded, resei^llng that given to American citizens on duty in Germany* 

5* You must pledge your wozd to keep forever secret this agreement and all 
information comes to your kno%dedge as a consequence thereof* Your at- 

tention is directed to the fact that violation of such secrecy may subject you to 
criminal prosecution under the Espionage Act of 1917 end other applicable lavs 
and regulations* Termination of this contract will not release you from your 
pledge to maintain secrecy. 

6* This contract goes into effect on and shall be terminated 

one year from that date* At that time, it may be renewed if both parties 
to the contract so desire. At any time, either party may terminate this 
contract with %rritten advance notice of one month. Such notice will become 
effedtive one month from the date of receipt*
